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On  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  July 
tenth,  the  sjilrlt  of  our  beloved  l>r.  Sprole* 
winged  It*  way  Into  the  realm*  of  eternal 
day.  He  had  walked  among  u*  aa  a 
prince  for  forty  yeara  and  more,  leading  a 
l^fe  of  atronuou*  labor,  reieivlng  the  de- 
served honor  of  hi*  brethren  and  In  turn 
honoring  the  King  whom  he  served. 

He  was  born  In  Holmes  county,  Missis- 
sippi, sixty-eight  years  ago,  reared  In  a 
family  of  recognised  piety  and  worth.  He* 
fore  he  reached  manhood's  estate  the  call 
to  arms  'sounded  and  he  gave  himself  to 
the  cause  of  his  State  and  the  Confedera- 
cy! with  a zeal  that  made  of  him  one  of 
the  best  In  a great  army  of  heroes.  In 
the  artillery  he  commanded  a gun  at  Vicks- 
burg and  did  valiant  service.  When  he 
had  served  fourr  years  he  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  war,  answered  the  call  of  Cod  and 
became  a good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ. 
To  fit  himself  for  this  work  he  took  a 
course  at  the  Southern  Haptlst  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  at  Greenville,  8.  C.  Return- 
ing with  his  bride,  he  began  his  pastoral 
work  at  Carrollton  in  connection  with  two 
country  churches.  From  here  he  came  to 
Jackson  snd  spent  nearly  twenty  years  as 
pastor  of^the  First  Haptlst  church.  Mur- 
ing which  time  a strong  congregation  grew 
up  and  the  present  churth  house  was 
built.  In  >900  be  became  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  at  Vicksburg  and  six 
years  later  took  charge  of  the  chair  of 
Bible  and  Theology  In  Mississippi  College. 
Here  the  writer  knew  him  Intimately  and 
learned  to  love  and  esteem  him  greatly. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  helpful  listeners 
that  a preacher  ever  had  In  his  congrega- 
tion. He  was  full  of  prayerful  sympathy. 
Just  such  as  every  preacher  needs  and  ap- 
preciates. 

It  hardly  need  be  said  that  he  had  few 
equals  among  us  as  a preacher  and  teacher. 
No  period  of  his  life  was  busier  or  more 
fruitful  of  results  than  his  work  among 
the  young  men  of  Mississippi  College.  He 
loved  them,  and  they  loved  him  like  a 
father.  He  knew  the  Bible  and  had  a 
passionate  and  wnthuslastlc  love  for  Its > 
truths  and  its  Author.  He  believed  It 
with  all  hla  heart  and  It  was  wrought  Into 
his  experience  and  his  life.  If  there  was 
ever  an  adverse  criticism  of  him  or  his 
wprk  It. never  came  to  the  ears  of  the 
writer.  His  Ideals  and  methods  of  Bible 
study  and  interpretation  won  their  way  in 
every  lover  of  the  Book  and  Impressed 
themselves  tneffaceably  on  those  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  be  his  students.

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The  Danger  of  Delay  in  Taking  a Seminary 
Course 

By  I*rof.  \V.  J.  McGIpthlin.  Ph  D. 

The  lirst  jioiiit  that  1 wish  to  make  is  that 
there  are  dangers,  numerous  and  serious,  iu 
any  unnecessary  delay  in  taking  a seminary 
course.  The  young  man  himself  is  not  like- 
ly to  see  or  he  is  disposed  to  depreciate  them, 
hut  they  exist  nevertheless.  The  natural 
and  normal  thing  is  to  take  the  seminary 
course  immediately  after  the  completion  of 
the  college  or  university  course,  o*  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  after  one  is  tilted 
for  it.  Any  departure  from  this  normal 
course  of  actions  ought  to  have  some  mighty 
good  reasons  at  the  bottom.  It  is  danger- 
ous to  delay  for  many  reasons : 

1.  There  is  danger  lieeause  delay  may 
liman  you  will  never  get  a seminary  course. 
Many  ministers  in  the  South  an*  now  strug- 
gling to  do  their  work  without  training  sim- 
ply lieeause  they  delayed.  A temporary 
injunction  was  made  permanent;  the  delay 
was  prolonged  indefinitely.  Now  they  will 
never  get  it.  and  can  never  use  all  their  pow- 
ers. 

2.  There  is  danger  that  you  will  get  mar- 
ried before  you  finish  your  education.  That 
will  probably  not  he  best  for  you  or  the 
woman  you  love.  It  will  mean,  moat  likely, 
unnecessary  hanlships  for  you  both.  Don  t 
delay  your  education  and  then  it  will  not 
lie  necessary  to  delay  your  marriage  unnec- 
essarily or  to  marry  prematurely. 

3.  There  is  danger  that  you  will  come  to 
Ik*  content  with  a grade  of  work  that  is 
lower  than  your  best.  What  worse  evil 
could  befall  a young  man!  Intellectual 
and  spiritual  barrenness  is  inevitable. 

4.  There  ia  danger  that  you  will  come  to 
underestimate  the  dignity  and  the  glory  and 
the  reaponaibilities  of  the  ministry.  A law- 
yer, a doctor,  a professor  must  make  long 
and  special  preparation  for  their  vocations 
What  does  it  argue  for  a young  man's  con- 
ception of  the  importance  of-  the  ministry  # 
when  he  ia  willing  to  tumble  in  and  scram- 
ble about  as  he  cant  Ia  there  not  a danger 
that  he  will  never  reach  up  to  a proper  eon 
eeption  of  the  ministry}  Is  the  salvation 
of  men’s  souls  so  much  easier  than  the  care 
of  their  bodies  or  the  solution  of  their  legal 
tangles,  or  is  it  less  important}  Neither, 
surely. 

5.  There  is  danger  that  somebody  will 
remind  you  that  Spurgeon  never  went  to 
any  seminary  and  thereby  convince  you  that 
you  will  Is*  as  great  as  Spurgeon  if  you  only 
avoid  the  seminar}'.  The  flattery  of  others 
sometimes  banishes  the  common  sense  of  thp 
flattered. 

6.  There  is  danger  that  you  will  delay 
until  you  have  partially  lost  your  power 
to  learn,  and  your  place  in  the  world  has 
been  fixed  in  the  thought  of  the  brethren. 
Ijiter  efforts  in  the  seminary  however  per- 


sistent and  heroic,  can 
th**se  difficulties.

As  to  the  amount  expended,  we  have  in  the 
last  ten  years  given  to  education  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  or  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars;  for  missions,  twice  as  mueh.  hut  for 
hospitals  only  about  fifty  thousand.  Now, 
if  the  l,ord  whs  an  example  to  us  in  the 
proper  proportion  of  energy  and  effort  we. 
have  failed  to  solve  our  problem  aright.

Almost  any  household  can  hear  occasional- 
ly something  like  this:  ‘‘Make  Jiin  do  it.”

There  is  plenty  to 
do  and  no  time  for  throwing  off  on  some- 
body else.  The  way  to  cure  hoys  is  to  give 
them  more  to  do,  and  persuade  them  to  get 
at  it!  Brethren,  there  never  was  a time 
when  there  was  more  need  for  immediate  ac- 
tion and  glad  co-operation  of  all  our  strength 
than  now  in  doing  this  long  delayed  work  of 
building  and  equipping  the  hospital  for  the 
sick  and  suffering. 

QUIT  YOU  LIKE  MEN. 

There  was  never  a time  when  the  Baptists 
of  Mississippi  had  so  mueh  to  do  as  now. 
All  our  work  has  grown  and  is  growing  ra|>- 
• idly.'  This  means  that  we  must  put  forth 
inure  strength  to  the  task.

May  he  so  pour  out  His  Spirit  upon  us  that 
we  shall  he  equal  to  them.  The  work  being 
done  or  planned  by  our  colleges,  orphanage, 
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hospitals  ami  mission  hoards  is  a challenge 
to  faith  and  courage.  I,ove  hopeth  all 
things,  and  endureth  all  things.  Let  every 
one  count  that  he  has  come  to  the  Kingdom 
for  such  a time  as  this. 


IS  IT  CATCHIN  ? 

Before  the  mosquito  theory  was  discover- 
ed, during  a plague  of  yellow  fever,  a group 
of  men  were  discussing  the  question  wheth- 
er yellow  fever  was  contagious  or  infectious, 
epidemic  or  endemic.  Opinions  differed  as 
to  which  category  it  belonged,  when  one  of 
the  number  with  good  common  sense  and 
Irish  wit  said  he  didn’t  know  anything  about 
‘‘whether  it  was  contagious  or  infectious, 
whether  it  was  endemic  or  epidemic,  hut  one 
thing  was  certain — it  was  catchinV’  More 
recently  it  seems  thst  the  doctors  are  about 
to  conclude  that  everything  is  catchin’.  One 
was  heard  to  say  recently  that  about  every- 
thing hut  a fractured  lione  was  infectious. 
But  are  the  had  things,  the  diseases  the  only 
things  that  spread  from  one  to  anotherf 
Can’t  gooil  things  he  passed  on,  toot  or  rath- 
er do  they  not  reproduce  their  kiudf  Is 
not  a good  ease  of  religion  as  ‘‘catchin’  ” as 
the  measles  T Is  it  really  a good  and  gen- 
uine case  if  it  doesn’t  spread!  You  may 
well  have  your  doubt  about  it  if  it  does  uot. 
A large  majority  of  people  are  converted  in 
the  time  of  a great  revival.  A revival  is  it- 
self an  epidemic  of  grace.  Last  winter  the 
mumps  spread  all  over  Mississippi;  maybe 
further.  This  summer  there  ought  to  be 
and  we  believe  will  he  a revival  of  saving 
grace  as  widespread  and  longer  in  duration. 
Let  every  Christian  spread  it  abroad. 

Everybody  has  noticed  how  contagious  is 
giving  to  the  Lord  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  when  it  is  begun  in  the  congregation, 
everybody  hut  the  worst  eases,  gets  inocu- 
lated with  the  germ.  The  care  for  orphans 
in  Mississippi  began  with  one  believer,  and 
spread  all  over  the  State.  The  care  for  the 
sick  hy  means  of  the  hospital  is  making  its 
way  slowly  among  us.  How  often  one  good 
talk  in  a prayer  meeting  produces  half  a 
dozen  more  and  everybody  wants  to  talk 
Wonder  if  what  you  see  sometimes  in  The 
Baptist  Record  makes  you  want  to  write  a 
word!  Why  detn’t  you  do  it,  then! 

Whatever  department  of  the  lord's  work 
is  demanding  attention  ought  to  tind  willing 
hands  and  lives  to  spread  the  contagion.

Mississippi  State  Missions. 

It  may  seem  a very  small  affair  to  go  to 
a town  where  sin  has  run  riot  for  years,  and 
to  hope  to  change  conditions  so  as  to  estab- 
lish righteousness  and  ultimately  a strong 
church  in  full  sympathy  with  all  denomina- 
tional enterprises.  And  yet.  just  this  has 
been  the  work  of  State  Missions  in  Missis- 
sippi. Churches  that  now  attract  the  best 
preachers  in  the  land  for  pulpit  work,  once 
were  go  feeble  ns  that  we  were  sorely  put  to 
it  to  get  even  a passihly  acceptable  preacher 
to  consider  the  field.  The  people  from  the 
standpoint  of  schools  could  present  nothing 
attractive;  society  sometimes  sadly  out  of 
joint;  health  conditions  at  a minimum,  and 
last,  but  by  no  means  least,  sometimes  the 
Baptist  cause  misunderstood,  and  regarded 
by  other  people  as  «t  a discount,  and  some- 
times a word  of  surprise  on  the  tongue  when 
mi  otherwise  acceptable  newcomer  is  discov- 
ered to  he  a Baptist.  It  is  through  things 
of  this  sort  that  some  of  our  strong  churches 
have  come  up  to  ofecupy  the  place  in  the 
community  easily  the  first.  To  help  these 
churches  in  the  days  of  weakness  has  been 
the  work  of  State  Missions.  It  has  given 
I he  Baptists  that  place  in  the  State  as  to 
number*  and  efficiency  which  wc  now  enjoy 
putting  them  not  only  at  the  head  of  the 
column,  but  ahead  of  all  other  denominations 
combined.

A Great  Home  Board  Meeting. 

Victor  I.  Masters.  Editorial  Secretary. 

The  Home  Board  is  rejoicing  over  what 
we  regard  as  the  greatest  and  most  signifi- 
cant meeting  it  has  held  in  many  years.  On 
•July  Jrd  and  -It h the  State  vice-presidents  of 
the  board  met  with  it. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  general  appropria- 
tions for  the  year  are  made  and  it  is  regard 
ed  as  the  most  important  meeting  of  each 
year. 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

I hree  special  committees,  composed  en- 
tirely of  the  vice-presidents,  made  reports  on 
as  many  important  special  subjects.  There 
was  a committee  on  ‘‘how  to  raise  the  mil- 
lion-dollar  building  loan  fund,”  another  on 
‘ how  to  ealist  all  our  force*,”  and  another 
on  "the  business  methods  of  the  hoard.” 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  mil- 
lion-dollar  fund  was  heartily  adopted,  com- 
mitting the  lmard  to  the  immediate  inaug- 
uration of  the  campaign  for  the  raising  of 
this  fund.  It  was  specified  that  the  board 
must  employ  agencies  adequate  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  great  task  within  three 
years  and  it  was  the  sense  of  the  committee 
that  at  least  two  capable  special  field  men 
he  employed  for  this  work  It  was  arrang- 
ed that,  the  Home  Board  shall  from  its  mem- 
bership select  a special  committee  to  whom 
will  be  eommitteed  the  immediate  task  of 
arranging  for  this  campaign  and  working 
out  the  important  problems  of  policy  to  he 
followed  in  securing,  safeguarding  and  mak- 
ing most  efficient  this  great  fund. 

ENLISTMENT  OF  THE  UNENLISTED. 

The  committee  on  the  enlistment  of  our 
forces  unanimously  and  heartily  reported  in 
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favor  of  the  Intard  establishing  a depart  mint 
of  enlistment  and  co-operation,  and  employ- 
ing a capable  secretary  for  this  department 
The  committee  rejsirted  through  its  r hair- 
man.  I)r.  W.  A.  Borum,  of  Mississippi  as 
follows; 

"Southern  Baptists  have  been  more  suc- 
cessful Ihan  any  other  Christian  denomina 
turn  in  America  in  evangelizing  the  unsaved. 
But  they  have  l»een  one  of  the  most  back- 
ward of  the  larger  Christian  bodies  in  enlist- 
ing ami  training  those  whom  they  have 
evangelized.  With  all  of  the  city  growth 
in  the  South,  eighty  |ierceiit  of  the  |ieople  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  more 
than  that  percentage  of  the  Baptists,  are  still 
living  in  the  open  country  or  in  towns  of 
fewer  than  five  thousand,  and  an  adequate 
rcl i gioua -program  for  the  vitalizatiou  of  the 
eotintry  churches  is  much  the  largest  element 
in  the  unenlisted  church  problem  of  South- 
ern Baptists. 

"Onee-a-inonth  preaching  will  never  fit 
our  churches  for  an  aggressive  program  in 
bringing  the  Kingdom,  and  yet  prohahly 
four  out  of  five  of  our  rural  churches  have 
preaching  only  once  a month.  Preaching 
hv  pastors  who  are  removed  from  the  com- 
munity in  which  they  preach  cannot  enable 
the  pastor  adequately  to  lead  and  serve  com- 
munity life,  and  yet  more  than  nine  country 
churches  out  of  ten  are  dependant  for  their 
preaching  service  on  pastors  that  do  not  live 
in  their  community. 

"Southern  Baptists  have  a larger  back- 
ward i-hiirrli  problem  than  any  other  denom- 
ination in  America.  The  present  intense 
industrial  civilization  ha*  reached  the  coun- 
try, and  the  slow  methods  that  eiiahled  the 
church  to  hold  its  spiritual  dominance  in  its 
rural  districts  a generation  ago  are  no  longer 
efficient. 

"The  Northern  Presbyterian  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  and  the  Northern  Methodist 
Home  Mission  Board  represent  in  each  caa*' 
a denomination  that  has  scarcely  more  than 
one  country  church  where  Southern  Baptists 
have  five.  Yet  each  has  a department  for 
training  and  enlisting  backward  churohrif 
We  believe  the  time  has  come  when,  if  we  do 
not  add  in  our  work  that  part  of  the  com- 
mission of  our  I^i^d  that  bears  upon  teaching 
the  people  all  the  ways  of  the  Izml  to  the 
part  that  la-ars  ii|>on  evangelizing  and  bap- 
tizing. we  shall  lose  our  prestige  and  leader- 
ship even  in  the  first  part  of  the  commission. 

"l‘|>on  considerations  of  this  character, 
your  committee  unanimously  recommends ; 

"1.  That  a department  of  enlistment  and 
co  ofierat ion  he  established  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  for  the  purpose  of  helping  in 
the  training  and  enlisting  the  uncnlisted 
Baptist  church  in  our  Home  Mission  terri- 
tory. 

"2.  That  a secretary  for  this  department 
he  employed  at  a salary  that  will  he  satis- 
factory to  secure  the  very  best  men  availa- 
ble for  this  work.  i 

"3.  And  that  through  this  department 
the  hoard  enter  into  co-operative  enlistment  1 
work  with  the  State  Isianls  and  other  co-op-  I 
erative  agencies  as  far  as  practicable.”  t 
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OTHER  FORWARD  MOVES 

In  the  department  f'f  evangelism  the  em- 
ployment of  a *|H*oial  college  evangelist  was 
decided  upon.  General  Evangelist  Bruner 
has  alrrady  received  assurance  from  nearly 
all  of  our  Baptist  colleges  in  the  S^uth  of 
their  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  this  move. 
In  addition,  the  evangelism-  department  w a* 
given  a s|»eeial  evangelist  whose  primary 
duty  will  lie  in  the  highland  region  of  the 
South,  largely  in  connection  with  our  Moun- 
tain Misaion  schools.  In  connection  with 
the  negro  work  a negro  evangelist  is  to  he 
employed,  whose  activities  ordinarily  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  thv  general  evangel 
ist.  and  who  will  he  carefully  selected  and 
used  in  enlisting  in  evangelistic  activities 
the  negroes  in  cities  in  connection  with  the 
numerous  city  campaign*  conducted  by  our 
evangelistic  department.  Dr.  Bruticr  has 
already  tried  out  aOme  negro  men  m this 
connection  with  strikingly  satisfactory  re- 
sults * > 

In  the  department  of  mountain  schools 
the  ntimlxT  of  school*  to  tic  sided  was  in- 
creased from  twenty-nine  to  Ihirtjy- three, 
the  new  interests  in  which  it  is  expected  thst 
this  work  shall  he  undertaken  being  located 
in  t'oeke  county,  Tennessee ; Rusk.  North 
Carolina,  and  the  Ozark  laountains  in  Ar 
kansas.  The  location  of  the  srhoo!  that 
may  he  established  in  the  (Varks  is  not  yet 
fully  determined. 

A new  phase  of  work  is  to  lie  undertaken 
in  connection  with  some  of  the  uioimtniu 
schools  It  has  been  found  by  experiment 
that  a number  of  the  hoys  in  these  schools 
ean  pay  their  own  way  hv  working  on  a 
farm  .contiguous  to  the  school  - One  or  two 
of  the  schools  have  even  rented  land  for  this 
purpose  and  the  results  were  finanrially  sue- 
eeasful  and  made  it  |»MMihle  for  a nurnlier  of 
stmlents  to  stay  in  school  who  could  not  oth- 
erwise hsve  done  so.  With  this  in  mind 
and  for  the  additional  reason  that  practical 
instruction  in  agricultural  methods  will  he 
worth  much  to  the  boys  who  must  run  the 
mountain  farms,  the  hoard  has  adopted  the 
recommendation  of  the  mountain  school  com- 
mittee and  will  undertake  to  conduct  some 
farm  work  to  help  the  students  in  connection 
with  the  North  Green  villa  high  school,  in 
South  Carolina,  and  Fruitland  Institute  in 
North  Carolina  This  involves  the  pur-

We  have  just  concluded  one  of  the  greatest 
meeting*  ever  held  in  Huntsville,  so  the  oldest 
citizens  affirm.  It  was*  great  not  only  In  im- 
mediate results,  but  In  foundation  work  for  the 
future.  The  First  Hapiist  church  has  received 
many  lasting,  benefits  and  the  Baptist  cause  in 
Huntsville  has  received  such  a “backing  up"  as 
it  has  never  before  had.

crisis  and  Its  demand  for  advance; 
and  finally,  the  Importance  and  powet 
of  prayer. 

That  God  will  honor  woman's  ef- 
fort for  Him  Is  a distinctive  tenet  of 
Christianity  which  Is  now  quite  gen- 
erally. accepted.  That  through  us 
Herran  do  much  In  revealing  His  will 
and  Influencing  men  toward  obeying, 
It  has  been  most  gloriously  demon- 
strated^ We  shall  therefore,  wel- 
cotnd'oftr  board's  suggestion  that  we 
use  every  method  available  to  dis- 
seminate Information  among  all  our 
people,  and  do  what  we  can  to  Induce 
our  churches  to  adopt  systematic  and 
proportionate  giving.  Someone  has 
estimated  that  the  average  income  of 
each  man.  wogian  and  child  in  the 
Cnlted  States  is  55  cents  a day.  If 
this  be  true  am}  our  two  and  one- 
third  million  Southern  Baptists 
would  "bring  the  whole  tithe  Into 
God's  storehouse.”  -we  should  have 
between  forty  and  fifty  millions  of 
dollars  for  the  work  at  home  and 
abroad  Hods  promised  benedic- 
tions would  abound  upon  our  fidelity 
and  the  Kingdom  would  soon  come. 

In  various  womanly,  but  none  the 
less,  effective  ways,  we  can  help  our 
churches  to  see  their  duty  tn  this 
matter.  I-et  earh  of  us  do  her  best 
The  special  objects  commended  to 
our  support  cannot  rail  to  appeal  tb 
^”>r  sympathies  The  hospital  work 
sn  lie  made  as  Interesting  to  our 
girls  as  the  school  work  is  to  Am- 
bassadors and  Sunbeams.  Nothing 
could  be  more  seemly  and  beautiful 
than  women  working  for  women 
througi^protnen  Baptist  women  sus- 
taining bur  women  missionaries  In 
rescuing  our  Cbrlatleea  sisters  from 
sin  and.  misery  and  despair!  And 
as  for  China  and  our  Christmas  of- 
fering. Is  there  any  mission  field  on 


| earth  today  so  stupendous  and  mi 
alluring  as  this  gigantic  baby  in  (he 
world's  family  of  republics'!  With 
such  an  opportunity  challenging  our 
zeal,  the  offering  should  be  larger 
than  ever  before. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  through 
all  the  board's  recommendations  runs 
the  .underlying  thought  advance- 
ment; for  an  unprecedented  world- 
crisis  confronts  us  today  and  de- 
I manda  of  ua  larger  things.  In  this 
crisis,  as  our  missionaries  portray  it 
to  us.  opportunity  and  danger  are 
wrapped  together.  This  Is  true  both 
of  pagan  and  papal  fields.  We  must 
gather  In  the  fruitage  of  our  decades 
of  Gospel  seed-sowing  or  the  enemy 
will  rob  us  of  our  harvest!  If  the 
numberless  vital  needs  are  to  be  met. 
an  enlargement  for  our  forces  will  be 
necessary,  and  this  will  mean,  as  of 
course  we  all  know,  greater  sacrl 
flee,  larger  offerings,  and  more  pray- 
er. 

Anq  finally,  let  us  notice  what 
our  board  asks  first  of  all— "That 
most  earnest  prayer  be  made  to  God 
for  Hla  blessings  upon  the  work." 
Prayer  and  missions,  like  faith  and 
works,  should  be  considered  Insepa- 
rable: If  prayer  without  missions 
would  be  sacrilege,  certainly  missions 
without  prayer  Is  presumption.  It 
was  In  praying  hearts  that  God  first 
Implanted  the  modern  missionary 
Impulse;  It  wag  through  prayerful 
lives  that  God  effected  the  organiz- 
ing of  women  for  mission  work;  It  Is 
In  answer  to  prayer  that  communica- 
tion has  been  made  easy;  long-barr- 
ed doors  have  been  opened,  and  the 
flower  of  our  youth  has  devoted  Its, 
powers  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
of  Christ.  When  then  the  old-time 
prophecies  shall  come  true;  when 
"the  knowledge  of  Jehovah  shall  cov- 
er the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the 
sea.”  and  "the  kingdom  of  this  world 
shall  become  the  kingdom  of  our 
Lord  and  of  His  Christ,”  it  will  be 
because  the  people  of  God  have  been 
faithful  and  fervent  In  prayer.  The 
Scots  at  Bannockburn  went  from 
prayer  to  victory  and  so  must  the  sol- 
diers of  Jesus.  v 

S.  D.  Gordon  says  that  every  life 
has  five  outlets  of  power:  The  life 
— what  we  are;  the  lips— what  we 
say;  our  servfce— what  we  do:  our 
money — what  we  invest  for  good  or 
for  evil;  and  our  prayer — what  we 


claim  In  Jesus'  name.  Of  these 
power-channels,  far  the  mightiest  Is 
prayer.  The  others  are  limited  and 
largely  local,  but  prayer  lays  bold 
on  Omnipotence  and  girdlea  the 
world  with  lta  strength,  and  however 
limited  any  of  ua  may  be  In  influ- 
ence.  talenta  and  money,  we  can  shut 
ourselves  In  from  the  world  for  an 
hour  and  Just  as  really  spend  that 
hour  working  for  God  In  China  or 
Africa  a a If  we  were  there  In  person. 
May  heaven  reveal  to  ua  tire  value 
and  power  of  prayer.  May  our 
father  make  all  His  children  Inter- 
cessory foreign  missionaries!
